617 Majority 


Counties Go Against Repeal 


The official count made by the 
canvassing board last Friday 
shows that Coffee County gave a 
mijority of 617 votes against re- 
peal of the prohibition laws in the 
referendum election held on Febru- 
ary 26th. Only a few changes 
were made in the figures as given 
in The Clipper last week, 

The state canvassing board has 
not yet made a tabulation of the 
vote throughout the state, A news 
dispatch from Montgomery Tues- 
day stated that official returns had 
not been received from three coun- 
ties, and when these have been re-

GOVERNOR SAYS FINANCIAL 
PLANS ARE NOT ‘AFFECTED’ 


MONTGOMERY, Mar, 2,—Goy- 
eruor Bibb Graves said Saturday 
that the prohibition victory in 
Tuesday's veferendum ‘did not 
muterially affect the policies and 
the financial plans of the admin- 
istration.” 

Asked the direct question by 
hewspapermen, “Are you opposed 
to the enactment by the legislature 
of wet legislation?” the governor 
replied: “I have not said and am 
not going to say anything regard- 
ing the policy of the state on that.” 

“There will be no change in the 
policy of the administration. T 
have always stood four-square for 
the constitution and the uniform, 
tolerant execution of .all laws. 

“T have known all the time that 
no great amount of revenue could 
be raised that way. Those pipe 
dreams about millions were politi- 
cal propaganda, During more than 
four years from 1911 to 1915 the 
total amount of revenue derived 
by the state was $308,862.30, and 
that included brewers, distillers, 
social clubs, wholesale and retail 
dealers, dispensers and even cider 
dealers. 

“T umpired the election and I 
believe we had an untrammelled 
one. TI never injected anything in- 
to the election that either side 
could use as an argument.” 

Asked if he planned stricter en- 
foreement of Alabama's prohibi- 
tion laws, either through recrea- 
tion of the state law enforcement 
department or an appeal to exist- 
ing law enforcement agencies, he 
replied, “There will be no change 
in the policy of the state on that. 
It’s the sworn duty of an execu- 
tive to enforce the laws. ‘That’s 
in the oath of office.’’ 

Asked if he planned to increase 
the personnel of the state highway 
patrol and build it into a law en- 
forcement agency, he said that he 
would make no plans until Ala- 
bama had been allocated its share 
of the work relief bill pending in 
Congress. 

Impetus was given the prohibi- 
tionist cause Friday as several leg- 
islators announced they would op- 
pose Senator Isham Dorsey's pro- 
posed local option bill if it was in- 
troduced after the legislature re- 
convenes April 30. 

Another development causing 
speculation was the visit paid the 
chief executive late Friday by a

§roup of anti-repeal leaders, head- 
ed by Mrs. Lamar Smith, president 
of the Alabama Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, and H. L, 
Anderton, chairman of the Ala- 
bama Temperance Alliance., 

The temperance group said “lo- 
cal option was talked over,” but 
refused to comment further, and 
Governor Graves said he would not 
reveal what was discussed, pend- 
ing his official remarks on the 
referendum. 

In addition to Mrs. Smith and 
Mr. Anderton, the delegation was 
composed of Dr, Charles F. Leek, 
of Montgomery; Dr. J. S. Eddins, 
Birmingham; Dr, L. L. Gwaltney, 
Sr., editor of The Alabama Bap- 
tist, Birmingham, and Dr. Marion 
B. Lazenby, editor of The Alabama 
Christian Advocate, Birmingham. 

While these ‘dry’? developments 
were in the making, however, Sen- 
ator C. M. A. Rogers of Mobile and 
Rep. Eugene ‘Bull’ Conner of Jef- 
ferson said they would favor a lo- 
cal option bill, and said they also 
would support a new proposal to 
submit a constitutional amend- 
ment to the people on beer and 
wine to be sold locally in the coun- 
ties favoring modification. 

The latter proposal was advanc- 
ed in modification quarters after 
Speaker Harry Walker, of the 
House, and several other legisla- 
tors said “the people have spoken 
their choice,” and announced they 
would join Senator Hardy Riddle, 
president pro tem, in opposing a 
local option measure. 

The compromise measure to 
take the place of direct legislated 
local option would be submitted to 
a vote at the same election with 
the constitutional amendment re- 
garding homestead exemptions if 
reported plans were carried out.

GASOLINE TAX BUILDS 
ROADS IN WIREGRASS 


DOTHAN, March 4,--Highway 
construction in four Wiregrass 
counties aggregating $126,000 has 
been either approved or tentative- 
ly approved and will add at least 
18 miles to the total paved routes 
under the Harrison act $8,000,000 
plan to “pool” gasoline tax re- 
ceipts, said an Associated Press 
dispatch from Montgomery to The 
BWagle today, 

The projected building, disclosed 
officially by Gaston Scott, high- 
way commissioner, has been sane- 
tioned by county boards of com 
missioners in Henry, Covington, 
Houston and Geneva Counties, 
which put one cent of their share 
of the three cent gasoline tax 
into common pool with the State 
and the Federal government. 

Under the plan, the State, the 
Alabama Relief Administration 
and the county requesting the 
project share equally the expense 
of building the asphaltic highway, 
using relief labor 

The Harrison act authorized the 
State to use one cent of its 
three-cent share of gasoline taxes, 
and the county to use one cent of 
its three cent share of gasoline 
taxes, In cooperating with the Fed- 
eral government. It carried out 
Governor Bibb Graves’ promise 
made to Washington last year 
that “Alabama will do her part," 

By paying their gasoline receipt 
money into the common pool, the 
State and county are credited with 
“doing their part” and are entitled 
Lo receive back highway funds plus 
an amount added by the Alabama 
Relief Administration—-thus  ac- 
tually spending the gasoline money 
for highways and carrying out the 
original intent of the tax. 

Thad Holt, state relief director, 
said that $300,000 already 
pledged and that an 
$500,000 was in sight, 

Wiregrass projects either ap- 
proved or tentatively approved in- 
clude: 

Covington; $60,000 Andalusia to 
Red Level, about 10 miles, 

Geneva: $18,000 paving on Do- 
than-Columbia road, about five 
miles, 

Tn addition, Clay County has ap- 
plied for $30,000 and Pickens 
County for $6,000.

“Our first move is to find out 
from the department heads how 
many they can use,” Mr. Hender- 
son said, in explaining the routine. 
“When we get this information we 
will allot each county - so many 
jobs to be awarded only to resi- 
dents of that county. There will 
be a regular printed application 
blank which will require the en- 
dorsement of some reputable citi- 
zen of the county. This is VERY 
important. After we (the relief 
agency) qualify them from the 
standpoint of need, it is up to the 
department heads to qualify them 
from the standpoint of efficiency. 
The application blanks are avail- 
able at the office of the county 
relief director.”

Feed your turkeys all the grain 
you can afford for a few weeks, 
as you need to build up their 
bodies for laying. I suggest that 
you give your hens all the corn 
they will eat each night for about 
four weeks. Do not give them 
corn oftener than once each day. 
I think it best to give it to them 


at night instead of morning, as 
you want them to get out and 
work for food during the day 


Corn, skimmed milk, meat scraps 
little sprouted oats will 
cause your turkey hens to lay just 
as it will your chicken hens. Tf it 
should be that you cannot furnish 
these elements, then T would sug- 
gest that you buy a good laying 
mash for your turkeys.
